PAUL SMITHS, N. Y., July 30.— 
President Coolidge was today re- 
solved to continue the American 
embargo against the shipment of 
military arms, regardless of an ap- 
peal which may come to rescine it. 

The President's attitude was sta- 
ted here today, following reports 
from Washington that the religi- 
ous troubles in Mexico had rcsul- 
ted in a demand for munitions and 
small arms from this country. 
| If such a demand is being made, 
{the President was said to be un- 
aware of it. 

His information on the Mexican 
situation comes almost entirely 
from the press reports and, thus 
far he has found them far from 
indicating that military strife is 
being. approached. 

It was said that President Coo-
